Although many of the proposals 
that have been made are, In my 
opinion, fundamentally unsound, I 
am confident that the study and 
discussion of this question have 
been on the whole beneficial. The 
public has gained rn better under­ 
standing of farm problems.

Instance, the industrial east knows 
more about the agricultural west 
now than a few yeans ago and Is 
taking a keener Interest In farm

Legislation Enacted 
Further, we have In recent years

including the Intermediate Credits 
act, amendments to the Federal 
Land Bank act, the Capper-Vol 
stead act, the Packers and Stock­ 
yards act, the Co-operative Mar­ 
keting act and the Purnell act for 
more adequate support of funds 
mental 
research

agriculture. 
Notwithstanding the wide differ 
ences of opinion among agr!oui 
tural leaders, I believe th at further 
steps will be taken to help farm ­ 
ers gain a greater m astery over 
their business affairs and enable 
them to achieve, through organiza­ 
tion. that unity of effort which 
modern economic life demands, and 
which Industry, commerce and la­ 
bor have gained by working to­ 
gether along lines of mutual In­ 
terest. 
Fashion to Blame Liwa 
It has come to be almost fash­ 
ionable, a part of a ritual, to as­ 
sert that the farmer’s troubles In 
the past seven years are due to, 
specific laws on our statute books. 
The tariff, the immigration law 
and other laws have become con* 
venient 
personifications 
of 
the 
"forces of evil” In the farm er’s 
economic life. 
The argum ent that 
these laws have caused 
all 
the 
trouble in farming is weakened by 
the' fact that since the w ar agri­ 
culture has been depressed in many 
countries having different law s and 
varying commercial systems. 
The 
post-war depression In agriculture 
has not been confined 
to 
this 
country, a fact which should be 
explained by those who Insist that 
tho agricultural depression here Is 
due to the tariff and the im migra­ 
tion law. 
Relation Complex 
The relation of the American 
farmer to our tariff structure is 
exceedingly complex. 
Those who 
are prone to over-simplify issues 
assert freely and apparently with 
profound confidence that the farm ­ 
er’s position Is this or that In re­ 
lation to the tariff. They give the 
impression that the whole thing Is 
very simple. 
Two essential elements in a fair 
discussion of the farm er’s position 
in our tariff policy are: First, that 
the time ie approaching when ta r­ 
iff protection will be more impor­ 
tant to agriculture than to indus­ 
try in this country; second, that 
the United States is today the 
world’s greatest free trade area. 
Farm Experts Drop 
Agricultural products have been 
for many years a diminishing part 
of our total exports. 
In 1900, do­ 
mestic agricultural exports 
con­ 
stituted 12 per cent of the total 
value of all our exports, forestand 
other products making up 28 per 
cent. 
In 1910, agriculture's share 
of the total was 51 per cent; In 
1914, 48 per cent; In 1926, 41 per 
cent. 
In other words, there has 
been a pronounced decline in agri­ 
culture’s share of our total tx ports 
since the beginning of the cen­ 
tury. 
In livestock and livestock 
products we are today on an im­ 
port basis. 
The value of our net 
import# of animals and 
aplmal 
products for the last three years 
was 6.2 per cent of the total farm 
value of domestic production of 
these products. 
v Agricultural 
exports 
are 
not 
only a diminishing part of our to­ 
tal exports, but are becoming a 
diminishing percentage of the total 
domestio production in agriculture.

Protection Needed 
The Inference to be drawn from 
these facts Is plain. 
Since agri­ 
culture is becoming less and in­ 
dustry more dependent on the for­ 
eign market, it is becoming In­ 
creasingly im portant to agriculture 
th a t protection should be main­ 
tained against foreign competition 
In our markets. 
Those who, un­ 
thinkingly or in a spirit of politi­ 
cal revenge, would wreck our pro­ 
tective system In the alleged in­ 
terest of agriculture, should stop 
to think w hat it would really mean. 
Competition of foreign agricultural 
products in our markets would be 
keenly felt by our farmers Rnd 
agriculture 
would 
surely 
suffer 
With the rest because of that in­ 
stability of commercial 
relations 
which drastic tariff changes would 
create. 
The second element noted as es 
sential to a fair appraisal of our 
tariff policy In its relation to agri­ 
culture Is that the United States 
today is the world’s largest free 
trade market. 
We have in conti­ 
nental United States nearly 119,- 
000,006 people enjoying the highest 
standard of living ever enjoyed by 
any people. 
W e have no such 
trade barriers as exist in conti­ 
nental Europe. 
Our economic life 
Is highly diversified. 
In our vast 
territory are im portant differences 
in climate, soil, and resources of 
power and raw material. Each re­ 
gion or part is free to use the 
advantages that are peculiarly Its 
own, and to exchange its products 
with those of other parts.

last score years of study In ag ri­ 
cultural schools have brought the 
dairy Industry to the top as being 
the mojjt prosperous of the various 
branches of agriculture today. 
In fact, the dairy Industry occu­ 
pies 
a strong technical 
position 
largely due to the specialized study 
that has been given to the m ar­ 
keting of milk, cheese, butter and 
cretin. 
Bankers and business men 
who halve been active in backing 
the industry and encouraging econ­ 
omic and agricultural studies are 
now aware that even the present 
tariff walls are not sufficient to 
keep out foreign dairy interests 
attracted to the possibilities in the 
American markets. 
It has been found true that as 
markets for butter were developed 
the production of margarine has 
Increased. 
In the last year pro­ 
duction of margarine increased by 
32,740,408 pounds, making the total 
248,143,341 pounds. 
Some 60 fac­ 
tories are engaged In the making 
of this food commodity. 
The dairy interests have been 
warned to maintain their research 
studies and 
their 
economic 
ad­ 
vancement and not to allow the 
price of butter fat to advance to 
a point where buyer resistance to 
butter prices will develop and thus 
divert purchasers to the margarine 
field. 
This competition has shown its 
effect in a marked decrease In the 
number 
of milk 
cows on 
the 
farms, but 
an increase in heifer 
calves kept for milk purposes. 
The dairy interests also are anx­ 
ious to see the consumption of 
cheese Increased.

A lone time ago an obacur# man 
lived In a small and unim portant 
▼diag*. 
He had no money, no Influence, 
be never wrote an artcle or made

business.

preached a few sermons, In an in 
formal way, and falling under po 
lltical and religious suspicion, he 
was accused of treason and exe­ 
cuted. 
Bines his mild and unobtrusive 
ministry had lasted 
only 
three 
years, and his friends were rend­ 
ered by his execution as unpopular 
as he, it would be reasonable to 
suppose that hts miserable little 
history would be soon forgotten, 
carried away upon that sea of 
death that has poured over the 
name of the rich and the poor, the 
great and the humble, since time 
began. 
Imagine It. Put it into our own 
day. The United States has thou­ 
sands of insignificant villages as 
big as Nazareth. 
And they are 
equipped 
with 
newspapers 
and 
telephones and telegraph and radio 
and air mail and every other pos­ 
sible mean* of rapid circulation of 
news, too.. 
Imagine a carpenter, In the vil­ 
lage nearest to you this Christmas 
morning, 
a 
carpenter 
without 
friends 
of 
influence 
or 
money, 
managing after three years effort 
to do SOMETHING — anything!— 
that would gain the awed adm ir­ 
ation of the whole world. 
And 
not only the whole world of his 
day, but the new worlds—the un­ 
discovered continents, the unlived 
Sges, the unborn men and women 
yet to come. 
Imagine that at the 
end of 2000 years that carpenter’s 
name should be a household word 
in languages h e .never heard, that 
what loving hearts had imagined 
to be His likeness, should be sold 
In little shops on every corner, and 
that 
thousands—millions of per­ 
sons should be streaming through 
the 
rich, 
material, 
unspiritual 
world of today into great churches, 
Just to do him honor. 
But even when we do Imagine 
all that, or try to imagine it, we 
st'U are far, far away from any 
r-al comprehension of the stupen­ 
dous importance, in our history, of 
Jesus of Nazareth. 
And what a world it is—what a 
terrifying mysterious world, when 
the life of the greatest person who 
ever lived in it, can be sum m ar­ 
ised in those few phrases! 
Why, lf our carpenter In a little 
American village had been good, 
we would say his was an edifying, 
if unimportant life. And lf he had 
been bad, we would shudder over 
his execution, even while feeling 
that it was just, and forget him. 
More—even 
lf 
he 
did 
strange 
things, things that all the neigh­ 
bors agreed were 
miracles, 
how 
pttich attention W’ould we pay him? 
Exactly none. 
Conan Doyle and 
Oliver Lodge and lots of the other 
psychics are shouting miracles at 
us ail th# time, and we don’t even 
read about them. 
Ho, not though 
Conan Doyle 
and 
Oliver 
Lodge 
were already men of importance 
before they began to make these 
claims. 
We say we need proof. 
They 
give us proof. 
And we laugh at 
their proof. 
These honorable and 
intelligent men, after years and 
years of research, can’t interest us 
in lifting tables and writing hands 
end spooks that pose behind liv­ 
ing sitters. 
We 
roar 
with 
dis­ 
respectful mirth at them. 
Their 
"miracles’' mssn absolutely noth­ 
ing to our reasonable and modern 
scientific eyes. 
And lf they have 
no 
chance, 
what chance would a casual car­ 


penter have—a carpenter who only 
preached hie queer ideas for three 
years, end then got 
mixed 
Into 
some treaaonable Investigation, and 
was sent to the chair? 
The newspapers of one state, or 
a part of one stAte, would give 
him five lines. 
And that would 
end that. 
But Jesus Christ was contend­ 
ing with further conditions that 
no modern 
carpenter 
of 
today 
could possibly encounter. 
He was 
expressing perfectly new and rad!-, 
cal and astounding opinions, and 
that was not a day of free speech. 
It was Just as lf our carpenter be­ 
gan 
to 
state 
passionately 
that 
black was white, and right was 
wrong, and up was down. 
The carpenter would be called 
crazy, and so was Jesus Chris^ 
He said things that sounded ab­ 
solutely preposterous to the faith­ 
ful, anxious fishermen of Galilee. 
The last thing they were ready to 
think of God—the punishing Je ­ 
hovah of the old law,—was that he 
was a father, loving and kind and 
ready to forgive. 
The last thing 
they desired 
was to love 
thier 
enemies, and do good to those who 
hated them. 
It was 
all 
topsy­ 
turvy to them,—meakness Instead 
of might, humility instead of pride, 
the lowest one being the highest 
and the last first 
We have had 2000 years to get 
used to these ideas, poorly as we 
live up to them. 
But a t least we 
THINK about them, we suspect 
that they may bs true. 
The sim ­ 
ple friends of the young carpenter 
did not have long ages of back­ 
ground for their belief, and they 
must have had some strange hours 
of 
misgiving, 
as 
these extraor 
dinary doctrines were poured forth. 
It was impossible for them to 
think that the Truth could come 
to them through this lonely, sad, 
misunderstood nobody,—they kept 
hoping, even as you and I, th at 
by some exhibition of His heavenly 
Influence. He would convince nil 
their little world of His Im port­ 
ance,—and convince them, too! 
We are all like the apostles, In 
that. 
A leader may be a Saint, 
and we rather thing he is. 
But 
it is always comforting If he has 
an 
Influential friend~*-rlght 
here 
on 
this 
commonplace 
earth,—a 
friend who knows the President, 
or Is worth a million dollars. 
And ws are especially apt to 
lose faith in him if he gets into 
trouble with the police, and not 
only goes to prison, but actually Is 
hanged. 
This is a painful shock 
to us, our apologetics and defenses 
subside 
to 
an 
uneasy 
silence. 
When we next speak it is of some­ 
thing else. 
This Is Christmas morning. This 
is the birthday of the Carpenter. 
And what is the expatiation of 
Hie strange lift and death? 
Why is It that when you bunch 
together all th# other names in 
our history, Napoleon, Washington, 
this great doctor—that great sci­ 
entist—that other 
astronomer 
or 
mathematician, they sink into al­ 
most laughable insignificance, be­ 
side the name of Jesus Christ, they 
shrivel down like an Ive# of dead 
fires? 
Of the great hum anitarians no 
need to speak, for they were His 
followers, and would be the first to 
give Him credit. 
Raphael’s pic­ 
tures were all inspired by faith. 
Dante’s great verse marched to it, 
Shakespeare and W agner were true 
believers. 
And the religious leaders of the 
other civilisations, — Mohammet, 
Confucius, 
and 
their 
like, even 
though they had In some instances 
the law behind them, to enforce 
their creeds on peasant and king 
alike, and 
even 
though 
their 


teachings were sometimes merely 
the mild outgrowth of the general 
trend of education 
and 
belief— 
never numbered their followers as 
does Jesus Christ today. 
No, not 
though you add

It is unconvincing to say that 
His miracles made His name great.

ship. 
The American swimmers, the oarsmen, the track 
•nd field stars and the tennis players who mopped 
|p in Paris were acclaimed gloriously, bait the rugby 
football players, who scored what was perhaps the 
most astonishing performance, were barely recog­ 
nized when they came home. 
Among the fifteen young Californians who left 
their class-rooms and offices to take the rugby 
banner to France was Dick Hyland, the same smiling 
Dick Hyland who is one of the big stars in the Stan­ 
ford team that will meet Pittsburgh in the annual 
Tournament of Roses game at Pasadena. 
Hyland was the big star of the American team 
that astounded the French by winning the cham­ 
pionship from a French team that was rated in its 
class almost as powerful as the New York \ ankee*. 
Little was heard of the playing of the Americans 
in that memorable final match. 
More mention was 
made on the first pages of the daily print about 
the anti-American demonstrations in the stands, the 
riots and the disorders that sent several Americans 
to the hospital with cane gashes on their heads. 


the Americans had and they recognized Hyland as a 
Babe Ruth of the game. 
Offers and offers of money, large money, were 
made to Hyland to remain in France, play with the 
national team and coach young players. 
Hyland 
was favorably inclined toward the offers until he 
received a cable from his father—“You come home 
and .get back to college.” 
Hyland returned to Stanford, forget about rugby, 
turned back to the collegiate football game and has 
starred since then on three great Stanford teams. 
It was his adeptness at the college style of game 
that made him such a powerful rugby player and 
the same was true of the other college players on 
the championship rugby team. 
The charging style of tackling, the hard running 
in the field and the rugged style of attack the 
Americans used against the French incited the spec­ 
tators to riot, but they soon realized that here was 
a new style of game and a better style than theirs. 
Leading up to the invasion of Hyland and the 
other California rugby players is an interesting story 
that made their victory all the more impressive. 
The French committee pleaded that the United 
States enter a team in the rugby matches because 


other nations had declined and there were only 
three entries. 
Perhaps it would not be fair to say 
that France had the greatest team in Europe anc 
did not want to win the championship by means of 
a walk-over. 
Olympic representatives in California were askec 
if it would be possible to organize a rugby team. 
It was pointed out that the committee had no money* 
to send the players and that the boys would have 
to get to New York on their own, get to Paris some 
way, feed themselves there and get home on their 
own. 
Rugby hadn’t been played seriously on the Pa­ 
cific coast for several years, but Hyland, O’Neill, 
Patrick and some of the other boys, witling to 
take a shot at the trip, organized a team. 
They 
practiced when they found the chance and, when 
they had leisure, moments, solicited funds from 
California business men. 
No one expected fhat they would win— it is to 
be doubted that the boys themselves were any too 
optimistic— but they went about it and they deliv­ 
ered one of the most inspiring victories of the year. 
Hyland is one of the fastest, trickiest backs in 
football, a fighter in every inch of his frame and, 
if any one should shout in French from the Pasadena 
stands— “Vous peeg. Highland,” Pittsburgh prob­ 
ably would be the innocent victim.

His eyes 
are good, his ears are right, his nos’* and throat 
are free of any obstructing growths, his teeth are 
clean, straight, without cavities, his weight Is not 
more than ten per cent out of th* way according 
to the standard tables of height and weight. 
W hat's hard about that? It looks easy, on paper. 
It sounds easy when you hear it. 
Just five points 
of good physical condition th at spell physical wet! 
being. 
Can't the American school child havs that? 
The doctor examines the children, the report goes 
home, the nurse follows the report. Then why can't 
the whole child population of this country be five 
pointer*? 
A child whose eyesight Is imperfect is slowed up 
a1! the way. His mind will not grow as fast nor aa 
thoroughly nor as far as that of the child whose 
vision is eight. 
Bad eyes make some children- seem 
feebleminded; make some underweight and nerv­ 
ously unfit; make some unable to digest their food 
or pay attention to anything that demands prolonged 
attention. 
Bad eyes have been found a t th* root of 
more trouble than I have- space to list.' 
Bad hearing is a crucifying affliction. 
Tho child 
who cannot hear Is driven frantic by the effort to 
know what ie going on about bim. He loses the im­ 
plication and the meaning of words anc actions. He 
is in physical and m ental danger. 
You don't know 
whether or not a child hears until you test him. 
He watches your face and your Hp* and yow ges­ 
tures and is quite unconscious of the A ct th at his 
hearing is bad until he is told it is. 
It seems to be harder to get teeth fixed than to 
have eyes fitted with glasses. 
We need dentists 
who are qualified and who ar* willing to serve chil­ 
dren. We particularly need a staff of dental hygien­ 
ists who clean and fill th* teeth of little 
children. 
Every school in the land ought to have a dental 
department and dental service. 
That Is a field for 
young women who w ant to earn their living and 
serve the cause of health and happiness a t th* 
same time. 
Throats and noses are easily cared for. 
There 
are doctors with nurses aplenty 
to 
perform 
the 
slight operations necessary, 
With proper precau­ 
tion, 
under 
Intelligent 
supervision, 
there 
ie 
no 
danger in this proceeding and it Improves the phys­ 
ical being of th* child who was so treated.
